Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau
Current law prohibits the disposal of yard waste in any trash bag that does not

decompose when exposed to weather elements. This bill prohibits the required use
of transparent trash bags for disposal or collection of postconsumer waste or
recyclable materials. The bill prohibits charging a fee for the collection of
postconsumer waste or recyclable materials in opaque trash bags that is higher than
the fee charged for collection of those materials in transparent trash bags. Any
person who violates these prohibitions is subject to a forfeiture of not less than $50
nor more than $2,000.

If you choose to

introduce the proposal without the fiscal estimate, the fiscal estimate will be requested automatically upon

introduction. It takes about 10 days to obtain a fiscal estimate. Requesting the fiscal estimate prior to -

introduction retains your flexibility for possible redrafting of the proposal.
